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The Neighborhood Resource Center is a community service post, 
specializing in jobs (training, counselling, placement, and follow- 
up). The N.R.C. target service area is between 22nd & 35th Street, 

Canal & Halsted. Job applicants are welcome from any part of Chicago. 

The N.R.C. is funded by the federal Office of Economic Opport- 
unity and co-sponsored by $he private Chicago Commons Association. 

GENERAL JOB PLACEMENT 

. 1. We develop job openings in the local community and in the 
loop area. We set up interviews for applicants after con- 
selling with them and emphasize training programs for these 
jobs. 

SPECIAL 2. We are pledged to find 100 summer jobs for students ages 16-21 
who are planning to return to school this fall. 

3. N.R.C. will help train and place young women with some clerical 
and sales skills. NRC wants to expose youth to a variety 
of jobs to improve their chances for better jobs in their 
future . 

JOB TRAINING 

1. English Class for Spanish Speaking people every Tuesday and 
Thursday 7-9 PM. Typing Class every Wednesday 6 P.K. 

F AMI LI SERVICE 

1. Emergency food clothing, and transportation money for 
neighbors in need. 

Food Buying Club- Fresh food is delivered from Water Street 
Market for neighbors to buy wholesale every Friday. 

3. Summer Bay Camp- A neighborhood committee is planning and 
coordinating with local youth agencies to run a Summer Bay 
Camp, one for teens 13-17 and one for tots 6-12. 

4. Counselling- NRC will help when it can, but usually refer 
to an appropriate agency.
